To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Northampton  Rural  District  Council „ 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  more  I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for 

1957 . 

Infectious  diseases  compare  favourably  with  those  of  the  rest 
of  the  County. 

Sewerage  of  all  villages  should  “be  practically  complete  by  the 
time  the  next  annual  report  is  produced,  a  fact  that  compares 
favourably  with  any  district  in  Northamptonshire . 

Housing  is  now,  in  my  opinion,  adequate,  and  restoration  of 
old  properties  and  modernisation  of  pre-war  Council  Houses  should 
now  be  the  main  aim. 

In  spite  of  the  Welfare  State  it  is  recorded  that  more  children 
of  poor  families  die  in  infancy  than  in  better  off  families,  mainly 
through  want  of  knowledge  and  use  of  available  services.  This  to 
me  is  not  surprising  when  one  sees  so  many  babies  and  young  children 
out  on  a  summer  evening  after  8  p.m.  who  should  be  in  bed.  Thus 
their  resistance  is  lowered  and  they  are  more  liable  to  infections 
and  infectious  diseases.

Deaths : -  The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  District  by 
the  Registrar  General  after  adjustment  for  outward  and  inward 
transferable  deaths  was  322,  as  compared  with  293  in  1956.  The 
Crude  Death  Rate  based  on  the  estimated  population  was  13.6  per 
thousand  as  compared  with  12. A  in  1956.

The  bacteriological  work  associated  with  the  Public  Health 
Department  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
whose  laboratory,  in  charge  of  which  is  Dr.  C.  Hoyle,  is  situated 
at  the  Northampton  General  Hospital.  The  bacteriological 
examination  of  water  samples  is  also  carried  out  by  Dr.  Hoyle.

A  supply  of  antitoxin  is  always  available  for  use  in  the 
District  by  applying  to  the  dispenser  at  the  Northampton  General 
Hospital. 

4 •  Ppeatnpenj:_  Centres  and  Clini c_s  :  - 

Child  Welfare  Centres,  provided  by  the  County  Council,  are 
held  at  Duston,  Hackleton,  Kislingbury,  Weston  Favell  and  Roade.

5 .  Tub e_r ;culos i s_  Survey :  - 

A  further  Mass  Radiography  survey  was  carried  out  during  the 
year  at  St.  Crispin  Hospital,  Duston.  The  number  of  patients 
and  staff  examined  in  this  survey  was  1,309.  Tribute  should  be 
paid  to  the  high  percentage  of  people  coming  forward  for 
examination  -  it  is  hoped  that  the  excellent  work  of  the  Mass 
Radiography  Unit  will  be  extended  within  the  District ,

Water 

The  iiiain  Public  Water  Supply  is  not  yet  available  for 
Castle  Ashby,  the  only  parish  in  the  District  without  this 
service.  The  existing  supply  has  been  taken  over  by  the 
kid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
connection  will  be  made  to  the  main  supply  before  long. 

At  present  there  are  eleven  known  public  wells.  Of 
these  four  have  pumps  in  working  order.  Most  of  the  wells 
are  polluted.

Food  Premises 

Increasing  vigilance  was  exercised  with  regard  to  all 
descriptions  of  food  premises  and  travelling  food  vehicles 
during  the  ye ar. 

A  systematic  survey  of  all  food  premises  in  the  district 
was  commenced,  and  appropriate  action  under  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations,  1955s  was  initiated.  Meanwhile  a  steady 
improvement  in  the  standard  of  food  handling  and  general 
cleanliness  of  food  rooms  was  distinctly  noticeable. 


Food  Poisoning  Outbreaks 

There  were  two  food  poisoning  outbreaks  during  the  year, 
one  involving  two  patients  and  the  other  a  single  patient.

Meat  Inspection 

The  number  of  slaughterhouses  licensed  and  in  operation 
remains  at  eight „ 

The  throughput  was  increased  by  11%  over  last  year  and, 
as  compared  with  the  first  full  year  after  decontrol,  there 
has  been  an  increase  of  33»5%»  100%  inspection  was  again 

attained.

Fourteen  cases  (8  male,  6  female)  of  acute  primary 
pneumonia  or  acute  influenzal  pneumonia  were  notified,  as 
compared  with  twenty-five  in  1956.  Pneumonia  v/as  the 
certified  cause  of  death  in  eighteen  cases.  These  deaths 
are  not  necessarily  those  of  patients  who  were  notified 
under  the  relevant  regulations.

During  the  year  128  samples  v/ere  taken,  105  being  taken  from 
public  sources  and  23  from  private  wells  etc.  All  samples  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 


Of  the  128  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination, 
22  samples  were  of  untreated  water.

In  the  above  table  will  be  found  a  summary  of  the  reports 
received  on  water  samples  taken  both  for  emergency  reasons  and  for 
routine  purposes  during  the  year  under  review.  Details  of  water 
sample  reports  for  each  Parish  can  be  found  in  Table  X  of  the 
Appendix  on  page  32. 

Generally  speaking,  the  District  has  a  high  standard  as  regards 
the  purity  of  water  supplies.  The  main  supply  is  now  available  to 
all  Parishes  in  the  District  excepting  Castle  Ashby  and  Whiston,  and 
many  more  dwellings  have  been  connected  to  it. 

Out  of  11  known  Public  Wells,  only  four  were  in  use  during  1937, 
compared  with  six  in  1956. 

During  the  year  no  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis. 
Swimming  Pool 

During  the  season  79  samples  of  water  from  the  one  privately 
owned  public  swimming  pool  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination. 
Of  these,  67  were  satisfactory,  1  was  slightly  suspicious,  3  showed 
low  count  of  coliform  bacilli  and.  8  showed  that  faecal  coli  were 
present . 

Regular  inspection  was  exercised  throughout  the  summer  season 
whilst  the  swimming  pool  was  in  use.  Particular  care  was  taken  to 
ensure  sterile  water  conditions  there  to  safeguard  the  health  of  the 
large  numbers  of  visitors  who  enjoy  the  facilities  particularly  at 
the  week  ends. 

Some  difficulty  had  been  experienced  in  obtaining  supplies  of 
chlorine  gas  for  purifying  the  water.  As  soon  as  this  state  of 
affairs  was  known  by  the  Council,  steps  were  taken  to  ensure  the 
delivery  of  an  adequate  supply  of  chlorine  from  the  manufacturers. 

The  pool  water  is  pumped  out  before  the  commencement  of  each 
summer  season  and  the  sides  and  sand  bottom  are  cleansed.  The  pool 
then  gradually  fills  again  by  water  percolating  through  the  sand 
bottom,  being  filtered  in  the  process.  Chlorination  of  the  pool  then 
takes  place  as  necessary  by  the  use  of  special  dosing  plant,  through 
which  water  is  pumped  from  the  deep  bore  at  the  A.quadrome.  At  the 
same  time  soda  ash  is  distributed  in  the  supply  to  ensure  a  balanced 
water  content.  An  engineer  supervises  the  plant  and  its  maintenance 
Bacteriological  water  samples  and  free  chlorine  and  acidity  readings 
are  taken  constantly  throughout  the  season. 
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Tents,  Vans.  Sheds  and  Similar  Structures. 


There  were  no  new  applications  for  licences  during  the  year, 
and  four  individual  caravans  were  removed . 

The  number  of  sites  licensed  remains  unchanged,  while  nine 
licences  are  in  force  for  single  caravans  or  small  groups  of 
moveable  dwellings. 

The  sites  in  use  are  satisfactorily  maintained,  and  periodic 
visits  are  made  to  ensure  compliance  with  Public  Health  require¬ 
ments,  Further  details  can  be  found  in  Table  IX  on  page  31*

CESSPOOL  _  EiliPTYING-  SERVICE 

Although  it  might  be  thought  that  with  the  advent  of  more  main 
drainage,  the  cesspool  emptying  service  should  become  unnecessary, 
this  is  not  really  a  correct  corrollary,  as  the  year's  statistics  show. 
The  main  reasons  for  this  being 

(a)  the  Council  in  May  increased  the  number  of  free  emptyings  for 
domestic  premises  from  A  to  6  annually; 

(b)  greater  use  is  being  made  of  the  service  by  commercial  and 
farm  premises;  and 

(c)  with  more  sewers,  more  use  has  to  be  made  of  the  vehicle  for 
sewer  maintenance. 

Statistically,  the  number  of  properties  attended  to  increased 
by  5^  (19.  Jfc  over  1956).  The  mileage  was  up  ( 10. 4/0  ,  but  the  total 
and  nett  costs  were  considerably  less  and  the  cost  per  cesspool  was 
lower  at  an  average  of  £2.  8s.  3d.  each,  against  £3.  7 e °  3d.  The 
rechargeable  works  done  brought  in  334  the  total  expenditure.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Collecting  schedules  remain  unaltered,.  The  year's  figures 
show  a  %  increase  in  weight  collected;  0.9q  increase  in  vehicle 
mileage  and  the  total  nett  cost  of  the  service  decreased  hy  0.6 Lfyo 

Revenue  from  salvage  increased  hy  ll/o  (£1,651  against  £1,487). 

The  following  comparative  costs  will  he  of  interest,  hut  mast 
he  judged  without  any  knowledge  of  the  service  provided  hy  the 
other  Authorities, 

The  figures  for  1956/57  published  hy  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  giving  the  nett  costs  per  1,000  population  show 
Northampton  Rural  District  Council  as  £329  with  an  average  for  the 
58  rural  authorities  sending  in  figures  of  £485 °  Eighteen  of  the 

58  rural  districts  showed  a  lower  figure  than  for  this  District. 

The  nett  cost  per  1,000  premises  gives  Northampton  Rural  as 
£950,  the  average  for  the  58  rural  authorities  being  £1,559,  ten 
being  lower  than  this  District. 

Sixteen  of  the  58  rural  districts  have  a  1005  weekly  collection 
and  in  this  District  it  is  50/,  In  this  respect  there  appears  to  he 
a  steadily  growing  pressure  from  a  number  of  parishes  for  a  v/eelcly 
collection  everywhere,  and  unless  rateable  value  figures  of  property 
in  the  outlying  villages  take  account  of  variations  in  the  public 
services,  it  is  a  logical  request. 

The  second  replacement  diesel  vehicle  was  delivered  early 
in  the  year. 

During  the  years  the  Council  have  owned  the  Gayton  Tip,  many 
requests  have  been  received  for  private  tipping,  and  these  have  been 
granted,  but  previously  no  record  was  kept  of  the  number  involved. 

This  year  record  v/as  taken  and  I  find  there  were  869  lorry 
loads  tipped,  all  from  industrial  concerns. 

In  view  of  this  large  figure,  I  wondered  whether  the  granting 
of  this  free  privilege  is  in  line  with  the  Council's  policy. 

The  Rural  Community  Council  again  held  the  Tidiest  Village 
Competition  and  to  assist  a  special  'run  round'  collection  wras  made, 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  Duston  and  Little  Houghton  received 
commendation .

HOUSjdTG 

The  overall  standard  of  housing  within  the  District  has  improved 
considerably,  especially  during  the  past  few  years. 

Whilst  the  amount  of  private  housing  development  had  steadily 
increased,  the  construction  of  Council  Houses  had  been  halted  - 
among  the  last  to  be  built  was  a  group  of  16  old  people's  bungalows 
at  Hardingstone . 

During  the  year  Improvement  Grants  assisted  in  the  raising  of 
the  standard  of  amenities,  and  preserving  otherwise  redundant 
dwellings . 

The  Housing  Act,  1957  took  effect  during  the  year.  This  is 
mainly  a  consolidating  measure  incorporating  much  of  the  Housing  Act , 
1936  and  later  legislation  of  a  financial  and  miscellaneous  character.

MILK  REGULATIONS 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
(Specified  Areas)  No.  2,  Order,  1957  came  into  effect  with  regard 
to  the  District.  From  this  date  all  milk  sold  by  retail  must  be 
'specially  designated'  milk,  that  is  pasteurised,  sterilised  or 
tuberculin  tested,  milk. 
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Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and 
Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations,  1949,  six  supplementary  licences 
were  issued  during  the  year,  to  enable  firms  from  outside  the  area 
to  retail  pasteurised  mi  11c  within  the  District,  and  three  licences 
were  issued  for  sterilised  milk  to  he  sold.  Three  licences  were 
issued  to  traders  outside  the  area  to  sell  raw  tuberculin  tested 
milk  in  the  area. 

Ten  licences  were  also  issued  to  enable  dealers  whose  premises 
are  within  the  District  to  sell  milk  under  the  special  designation 
'Pasteurised';  three  for  the  special  designation  'Sterilised',  and 
two  for  the  special  designation  'Tuberculin  Tested' .

MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  total  head  of  livestock  slaughtered  in  this  District  during 
the  year  was  37 >939  as  compared  with  34,174  in  1956,  an  increase  of 
11.0%.  Of  this  total  Hardingstone  Abattoir  slaughtered  91.2%, 
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One  hundred  and  eleven  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  were 
found,  of  which  thirty- three  showed  viable  cysts,  and  the  carcases 
were  submitted  to  treatment  by  refrigeration. 

In  order  to  ensure  10C/bmeat  inspection,  211  hours  overtime 
were  necessary. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  extension  to  the  Hardingstone 
abattoir  were  completed.  Considerable  improvements  in  the  facilities 
resulted,  the  smalls  slaughterhall  being  re-sited  and  increased  in 
size.  Electrical  stunning  of  smalls  has  been  adopted  and  a  pig 
de-hairing  machine  has  been  installed.  An  additional  cooler  was 
provided,  enabling  all  carcases  to  be  kept  under  the  proper 
conditions,  and  still  further  assisting  the  regulation  of  hours  of 
slaughter.
